3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - Applicant's 
response filed on 02/09/2004 has been considered, with respect to claim 1 the references of the 
record fail to teach or suggest: 

Laser beam optics for a robot link (10) having a longitudinal axis (11), wherein a first 
beam path (12) of a first working laser beam (13) is arranged on the longitudinal axis (1 1) of the 
robot link (10), wherein the first beam path (12) is configured to be deflected at an end facing a 
workpiece into an axis-parallel second beam path (14), and wherein a third beam path (15) of a 
second working laser beam (16) is arranged axis-parallel to the first beam path (12) of the first 
working laser beam (13) in the robot link (10), the laser beam optics comprising:

first and second optical elements arranged successively in one of the first and second 
beam paths (12 or 14) of the first working laser beam (13) and configured to be transmissive to 
the first working laser beam (13) in a transmission direction toward a workpiece, wherein the 
two optical elements are adjusted relative to one another so as to compensate laser beam 
displacement (17) of the first working laser beam (13), and wherein the second optical element 
arranged downstream in the transmission direction is configured to receive the second working 
laser beam (16) and reflect the second working laser beam (16) toward the workpiece (18).
